Section I . 

Shell fish, called mussels, and in some 
parts of the United States and Canada, 
called frt'sh water clams, are found in 
almost every river, large or small, and 
in many creeks, ponds and lakes in the 
United States, Canada and Mexico. 
Their shells vary much in size, shape, 
color and thickness. They have many 
different local and scieiitillc names. 
Ever}- variety contains p arls of some 
sort. ' 

These shell fish are nsnally found ly- 
ing half buried in certain shallow parts ' 
of a river. If the river is large, they 
are often very thick and close to each 
other in beds. Near the source of some 
smaller streams they are found crawling 
here and there in the water grass and 
weeds growing at the edge of the river. 
In other streams they are found crawl- 
ing in the mnd at the bottom or lying in 
crack.s between large rocks which com- 
pose the bed of the stream .

SHEI J.S OF TWO DIFFERENT SHAPES . 

The inside of the half of each shell is 
shown . L indicates position of the liga- 
ment which mnst bo ent before the shell 
will open. P is the point or part of the 
shell containing best shaped and bright- 
est pearls. The shell must be opened 
BO as not to touch this pai t with a knife 
blade, in order that any pearl it might 
contain will not be damaged by the 
knife. 

Usually the fishermen, or the boys 
who go in swimming, are most familiar 
with these places where the^shells are to 
be fonud in the greatest quantity. They 
can direct those who aro not so mneb 
ao(}uaiuted with the river to the proper 
places to search for the shells. 

In one small portion of one large 
river in the United States various in- 
stmiiients are used to procure shells in 
large quantities for bntton making. 
The shells are all very extra thick and 
white with a smooth ontside. If such 
shells are found in great quantities near 
' yon and are close to a railroiul, where 
j freight is chittip, they may have value. 

1 1 will examine any package of shells 
sent me by mail or prepaid express and 
] report free of charge on their value for 
j button making. Be sure that yon pre- ' 
j pay all charges. The amount is small 
j to you, but when I receive a hundred cr 
j two hundred packages a day, it amounts 
. to a large sum to me. I am sore that 
when I do this work free for which 
some other people wonld cliarge yon $25, 

I that yon wonld wish to save me any 
I expense . In otherlsections, inclnding 
your locality, the shells are obtained by 
simply wading into the shallow water 
and removing them with yonr bands or 
a rake . Then they are thrown upon tbe 
bank, if it be close, or carried there in 
a boat if it be distant. 

After thC'khells are obtained, they are 
opened with a heavy Barlow or an old 
table knife. Insert the knife between 
the edges of the halves of shell in such a 
manner as to cut the two ligaments 
(markeil L in cuts) which bind the two 
valves or sides of the shell together. ^ 
I Y"on will notice their sitnation in varions 
forms of shells from the illnstrations. 
As soon as these ligaments are cut, tbe 
shell will ojien it.Self . Yon then exam- 
ine the flesh of the mussel or clam 
tboronghly with your eye and also by 
pressing the flesh between the shell and 
yonr thumb to feel for any hard sub- 
stance. This hard substance is a pearl.

■ Breasted Cntawax With Loms 

Skirts Will Be GeBermllx- Worn. 

Plaited Sklrta In Colors One of the 

New Thinss— Latest In Ties, Collars 

and Hats. 

The frock coat will have a serioas 
blow this spring. One authority says 
that no man should wear a frock coat 
except on his wedding day and when 
Im 1 b an old man. It is a state gar- 
ment and, like tbe king’s coronation 
rube, Is only for special occasions. Tbe 
substitute for a frock coat is a cut- 
away, single breasted, with long skirts, 
says tbe New York Times. It has been 
evolved from the garment which John 
Drew Introduced at the horse show 
two years ago, a species of sporting 
cutaway with long skirts In which 
there were pockets with flaps. There 
are no flaps in the new cutaways 
which will be worn this spring. The 
material will be vicuna and worsted 
goods and the color black. Until reach- 
ing tbe waist line this new coat looks 
like the famous single breasted frock 
which King Edward was said to have 
worn last year at a garden party. With 
this coat goes the top or silk hat, and 
08 it Is a garment of semistate It may 
be worn at all afternoon functions, and 
it absolutely takes the place of the 
frock coat and is more comfortable and 
less formal. 

The plaited shirt bosom Is one of tbe 
“new” things which the haberdashers 
are exhibiting now. The plaited shirts 
are In colors. Symphonies In yellow 
and pale greens are now among the 
latest. Whether the well dressed man 
Viill take to these shirts Is a question. 
The idea of booming them along is evi- 
dently In obedience to the wishes of 
those who would see the shirt waist 
man In all of bis glory. But that Indi- 
vidual still seems to be more of a 
dream than a reality. The shirts are 
pretty, however, when the colors are 
not too striking. Tbe bosoms have 
three large mother of pearl buttons. 
So far the designs are conservative, 
solid colors and not contrasting shades 
being shown. Otherwise the colored 
shirt of the spring and summer will 
not be as brilliant of hue as in former 
years. Stripes up and down are among 
tbe favorite patterns, and there has 
been quite a run on black and white — 
that is, white shirts with a thin black 
stripe. White shirts also with small 
black designs are greatly In vogue. The 
general mourning in England has 
i^cb to do with this fashion on this 

Tbe all around high banded collar 
will be the favorite neckwear of tba 
spring and summer except with even- 
ing dress, when the tall straight stand- 
ings are worn. The question of color- 
ed collars of tbe same material as the 
shirt, especially for negligees, has been 
broached but tbe white linen tarn 
down will remain tbe first in popular 
favor. The corners are rounded, and 
the collar is quite high, although not so 
exaggerated in shape as those of last 
season. For evening wear the tall 
straight standing Is tbe proper collar. 
There •has been some reaction In favor 
of tbe standing collar with “wings” or 
turned down in front, and they have 
been seen In London with evening 
wear. 

The long, narrow tie known as tbe 
“derby” and worn with a high banded 
turn down collar will be tbe leading 
ciavat for spring and summer. These 
ties are arranged in a small knot 
drawn very tight, and tbe stickpin is 
thrust in tbe material a short distance 
below tbe knot Although these ties 
are seen everywhere in all shades, the 
black are tbe smartest. One of tbe fash- 
ionable haberdashers has Introduced a 
8tript‘d_tle of this kind, which is enjoy- 
ing a vogue Just at present Other- 
wise black silk aud satin four-in-bands, 
also tied with a small tight knot are 
considered chic by those who are a bit 
conservative In taste. 

The business, lounge or sack suit by 
whatever name you may choose to call 
it will be made of gray or Scottish 
mixtures. In some of tbe patterns 
there is a suspicion of olive and ash 
green. The viigue of double breasted 
fancy waistcoats has departed, espe- 
cially for morning or business wear. 
The waistcoat is high, single breasted, 
and the corners at tbe waist line are 
rounded. The trousers will not be so 
full over the thighs and will present an 
even width. , 

The spring derby has a bell, but not 
too pronounced, and the slightest sus- 
picion of a curl to tbe brim. The tall, 
straight derby, which has been chris- 
tened after tbe heir apparent to tbe 
throne of Great Britain, is enjoying a 
short lived popularity. There is hardly 
any change in the shape of tbe top bat. 
It is less belled, and tbe brim is a bit 
straigbter. Tbe Homburg hat In gray 
and black will be seen again, but tbe 
sombrero Is bad form, and tbe colored 
band outside tbe bat will not be worn 
by any one who has tbe slightest pre- 
tense to being well tamed out It Is 
too early to speak of straw bats, but 
from indications tbe shapes will be 
much tbe same this season as they 
were the last year. 

Tan shoes will come in with tbe sum- 
mer. The Oxford tie Is now very pop- 
ular for late spring and summer. For 
afternoon wear and general street use 
tbe buttoned black leather boot is tbe 
most popular. Patent leather shoes 
I are but little worn on the street Toes 
are rounded, not pointed, and tbe boot 
of tbe present day shows a breadth of 
sole and a solid look generaUy.

I oC/ME NOTES ABOUT PEKING. 

I lljijor Uallasher Writes to Chief 

Commissary Weston. 

I trcneral Weston, chief commissary 
officer, has received a (lersonal letter 
} from Major Hugh J. Gallagher, chief 
commissary in China. After extending 
congratulations to General Weston up- 
on his promotion tbe letter gives some 
j Interesting views of Peking, says the 
j Washington Post. Major Gallagher 
' says: 

I “I never put in a pleasanter winter 
I so far as climate is concerned. It Is 
> perfectly delightful. My duties are of 
*a tialure to keep me busy to about 2 
I o’clock in the afternoon, when 1 saddle 
' up or take a long walk through the 
never uninteresting streets of old Pe- 
king. 

“Just outside of our camp begins the 
busy and dirty Chen-mlen street. Start- 
ing from the south gate of the Chinese 
part of the old town, It extends to the 
gates of the Imperial or Forbidden 
City. On either, side, in the open air, 
the Chinese merchants display their 
wares, cloisonne bronzes, porcelain, 
silk embroideries, rugs, wood carvings, 
jade and Ivory carving, beautiful be- 
yond anything we see In America. 

“How I would like to take a tramp 
with you on the same old wall and 
along the ‘Hatanian,’ the Fifth avenue 
of Peking! It is dirty with the dirt of 
ages, yet the dirt is forgotten In con- 
templation of the works of ages. Tbe 
never ending stream of people and 
strange conveyances, the carts, the 
tiny donkeys, the beautiful, big camels 
patiently trudging along to tbe sound 
of the leader’s sliver bell, the variegat- 
ed hues of wares by the roadside dis- 
played In gorgeous sunlight, make a 
scene of most fascinating interest 
“I have carried out your orders and 
those of General Chaffee, and our 
troops are well supplied with both ra- 
tions and sales stores. Our men pat- 
ronize the store to an alarming extent 
I-ast month (February) the sales 
amounted to nearly $10,000. As yet 
we have run out of nothing essential, 
and I have supplies on hand to carry 
us to the end of April easily.” 

TOLD OF FUNSTON. 

Ria Great Dlaappolntment nt FnJlnre 

to Go to Weat Point. 

General Funston, according to a for- 
mer classmate at the University of 
Kansas, will never get over his disap- 
pointment at not going to West Point 
about 16 years ago. says a Kansas City 
dispatch to the New York World. 

“Funston,” said he, “although one of 
the smallest men in the university, was 
I one of tbe pluckiest. Before going to 
the university, from which be was not 
: graduated, owing to failure In classes, 

I be tried tbe examination for a West 
I Point cadetship. This was when bis 
I father was a congressman. 

I “Fred’s father had at his disposal, 

I subject to competitive examination, a 
: cadetship, and Fred, after fllling bis 
mind with United States history and 
practicing at marksmanship and sword 
exercise for months, went Into the ex- 
amination, which . was held at Paola. 
Fred thought the cadetship was a sure 
thing. His father thought so, too, and 
no doubt helped Fred along as much as 
: possible. In the examination were half 
a dozen sons of farmers, among them 
j Charles Crawford. When the papers 
j were examined, Crawford was found 
to be tbe winner by a handsome mar- 
* giu, with Fred a poor second. The dls- 
' appointment iu*arly broke Funston’s 
heart, and he was as savage as a bull- 
dog for months afterward.” 

FUEL OF COMMO N EARTH. 

Nebra.knn Claim, to HnT. Made a 
I DIseoverT of Maeh Importaaee. 

I E. J. Hoffman of Omaha says be has 
! set the earth afire. He professes, ae- 
i cording to the Chicago Record, to have 
' Invented a process whereby tbe clods 
; of the field will burn with all tbe gusto | 
! of anthracite coal. Crude petroleum, 

; he says, mixed with commou earth 
: (gumbo and sand alone excluded), with 
tbe addition of two other ingredients, 
the nature of which coustitutes bis se- 
cret, will make a fuel that will burn 
■ better and with a cleaner fire than pine 
knots. Seventy-five per cent of this de- 
I coctlon Is mother earth. Tbe expense 
of the other three ingredients Is only a 
trifle. His fuel costs $2.50 a ton. Said 
be: 

“I began experimenting, the first 
I thing I did was to mix tbe oil and earth 
together and try to bum them in tbe 
I form of mud, but that wouldn’t work. 

I The oil simply burned out and left tbe 
earth practically unchanged. Then I 
I extended my investlgatioDs and finally, 

I after years of close application, bit 
I upon tbe secret I am confident now 
that I have tbe problem solved.”

•ays tliat toward momlng Uie body 
was taken from tlie “cooling table” 
and placed In the oottln. Previous to 
that time the face may have l>eeu cov- 
ered, 80 that the reflection In the mir- 
ror was of a foiinless white object, but 
In preparation for the change the face 
and breast may have l>een uncovered, 
and then the Image upon the wall 
would suddenly assume the appear- 
ance of the dead girl enshrouded in 
•»hlte garments. 

All agree that the vision lasted only 
for a few minutes. The alarm was 
given ns soon as the figure had been 
discovered, and In a short time 18 per- 
sons had gathere<l In the small apart- 
ment where the spt*cter t^as. Natural- 
ly the rays of light would be cut off by 
the pn*sence of so many i>eople crowd- 
ing around, and thus the image would 
disappear, or In the stir a slight dis- 
arrangement of the candles producing 
the illumination would sutfice to de- 
stroy the Illusion. Yet, on the other 
hand, we have the positive de<-laratlon 
that all the mirrors In the rooms were 
covered, and if that were so, unless the 
covering was so thin that light could 
readily pass through it or unless there 
was some other refiector, such as a 
coffin glass, in the room. It would seem 
that the hypothesis of the mirror must 
be abandoned. 

The next possible explanation might 
be suggested by a i>eculinrlty of the 
{iremlses. Just opitosite to the wall on 
which the apparition api>eared is a 
window. This window seems to be at 
exactly the right place and height from 
the floor to serve the purpos«> of any 
person who might have wished to as- 
tonish the family and friends of the 
dead girl by projecting a picture of her 
upon the opposite wall. An ordinary 
magic lantcni would have sufficed for 
the purpose provided we can suppose 
that any one would have had either 
the motive or the heart to play such a 
trick. But, on the one hand, the wit- 
nesses aver that the windows were as 
carefully covered as the mirrors, tha; 
being part of the unwritten law gov- 
erning such occasions, and on the oth- 
er hand it Is improbable that Intelli- 
gent people could have failed to detect 
a trick like that, even though at first it 
might for a few moments deceive 
them. Besides, upon inquiry It ap- 
pears that the window could not easily 
have been approached from without. 

We come now to a third hjimthcsls 
of a psychological nature. It appears 
that the person first to see the phenom- 
enon was a little girl. Her account 
shows that her mind was profoundly 
impressed, and her sense of religious 
devotion was deeply stlrre<l by what 
she saw. It Is a curious fact that 
many if not most of these visions 
have app<*ared primarily to children of 
a very sensitive and spiritual nature. 
In the Murray case the little girl who 
first saw the specter called the atten- 
tion of another little girl to it, and 
i then a third little girl came running 
into the room at the call of the other 
and fell fainting at the sight of the 
apparition. 

One can see at a glance the over- 
' whclmingly emotional nature of the 
' situation as it was thus developed. 
The elder persons In attendance upon 
the dead now flocked into the room. 
The women, being the most impres- 
sionable, did not need to have the fig- 
I ure on the wall twice pointed out to 
: them before they recognized it and be- 
gan to drop upon their knees and cry 
out and sob. The men were slower 
to understand the vision, but they, too, 
believed they saw It 

In such a case, when once the cur- 
i rent has been set flowing, nobody 
I who has not watched the conduct of a 
company of excited human beings 
under the impulse of a common belief 
or a common hope and surrounded by 
Impressive and unusual circumstances, 

: such as the presence of the dead and 
I the glamour and portent of candles and 
semidarkness, can conceive the creduli- 
ty of the human mind. In a dim light 
a bush becomes a man in ambush, and 
in certain disturbed states of the au- 
ditory nerves the sudden call of a bird 
or some other unexpected sound is 
transformed in the ear of the startled 
listener into the syllables of his own 
name pronounced in empty space. 

So a figure as Indefinite as the fan- 
cied shapes watched by children and 
dreamers in the clouds thrown upon 
the wall in that solemn chamber by 
the flickering candles and the banging 
draperies might easily have been trans- 
formiHl by the exgited imagination of 
the onlookers into the beloved form of 
the girl who bad so recently died in 
the very bed that stood beneath the 
place on the wall where the apparition 
was seen. 

A story which I often used to read 
with thrilling nerves In Sir Walter 
Scott’s “Demonology” would seem to 
fit our third hypothesis with surpris 
ing aptness. A gentleman of literary 
reputation who bad recently lost by 
death a very dear friend, a poet, was 
sitting one evening reading in a room 
which oi>cned Into a broad hallway. 
The sunjcct of bis reading was the 
character and personal appearance of 
bis deceased friend. Being suddenly 
called Into the hallway, where the 
moonlight was shining, he was am.az- 
ed to see before him, standing against 
the wall, his dead friend. 

All bis peculiarities of dress and 
|M)sture were recognizable. The gen- 
tleman did not lose bis self command, 
but continued to gaze critically at the 
specter until he saw It gradually dis- 
solve into a number of greatcoats, 
shawls and other articles hanging on a 
rack by the wall. Many similar in- 
stances can be found in the history of 
the human mind, and perhaps this up 
on the whole Is the most satisfactory 
explanation that can be given of the 
truly singular case in Yonkers.

If the Japanese Intend to rely largely 
open their available eea power In a 
contest with Russia, Japan Is now not 
only equal, but superior. In force to 
Russia In Asiatic waters. The Rsasisn 
fleet now stationed in Asia and avails- 
bte against Japan, according to a Wash- 
tngtoo special to the New York Times, 
nombers 81 veasela, exclusive of torpedo 
boats, with an aggregate tonnage of 
180.&40. Tbe Japanese fleet, exclusive 
of torpedo boats, consists of 52 vessels, 
of 207,908 tons. Not only does Japan 
enjoy a saperlorlty of tonnage to the 
extent of -nearly 77,000 tons, but she 
has some ships of very great power and 
the promise of great effldeocy, and she 
would enter a struggle with a prestige 
that would at least worry the people at 
St Petersburg.

Besides being much^ieavlcr than tbe 
Russian battleships, those of Japan 
are of later construction and are much 
more heavily batterled. A comparison 
of the weight of projectiles to be 
thrown by the respective fleets would. 
It is said, show great superiority lo tbe 
fleet of Jspttn. 

As to tbs outcome of a naval conflict 
between Russia and Japan naval olll- 
c«« hesitate to predict. Russia baa 
bad no recent naval experience worth 
mentioning. Japan's war with China 
provad her to be Infinitely superior to 
China, but only a conflict wltb Russia 
would i>rovs anything of tbs reUtlve 
ability of tbe two nations. While 
Japan’s prestige Is great and would 
narva tha navy to deaparate conflict 
wltb Russia, naval offleers say that 
Japan cannot always expect to win 
and that judgment most be deferred 
until It la seen how she fights sftsr she 
has been subjected to s few drubbings.
